in 1916 by the McBride Commission. That protest was 
friendly with almost the air of a piq^jc. 

But about 300 Indians were in a different mood 
Thursday and held in check only by the moderate ap¬ 
proach of their leaders. And even they were angry 
enough to vow that “next time we shall march inside 
the building.” 

Sparking the undercurrent of belligerence was 
what the Indians termed “another white man’s broken 
promise.” 


The executive of the Union of B.C. Indian Chiefs 
was scheduled to meet with the NDP caucus at 1:45 
p.m. Thursday. They arrived on time only to find that, 
without notice to the executive, the meeting had been 
switched to the NDP caucus room and re-scheduled 
for 1 p.m. 

Executive member Bill Wilson said he was dis¬ 
appointed, but not suiprised. 

“I believed them this time," 
he told the crowd” on the 
front lawn of the buildings. "I 
believed them and that was a 
mistake. They have been 
lying to us for 100 years and 
they’re still lying today." 

In the warm spring sun¬ 
shine the drums throbbed, two 
motorcycle policemen were 
spat on and belligerent shouts 
of "throw them off the Is¬ 
land" rang out. 

Wilson told the crowd he 
had the distinct impression 
that the provincial govern¬ 
ment would like to set up the 
equivalent of a department of 
Indian affairs. 

"They don’t listen,” he said. 
"They don’t care. They have 
kept us beggars in our own 
land for years, but we are 
beggars no longer. We are 
going to become an indepen¬ 
dent people if it takes 100 
years." 

Wilson said the NDP gov¬ 
ernment was "naive and mak¬ 
ing a big mistake if it thinks 
we shall go away." 

"If that is the government 
attitude, it is going to die," he 
shouted, "because we are 
going to live.” 

Adam Eneas, chier of the 
Penticton band, told the 
crowd the government was ei¬ 
ther "deaf or blind. They are 
they don’t

Indians returned to the Legislative Buildings 
Thursday for the second time in two weeks, and this 
time their drums beat out an angry, threatening 
message. 

Two weeks ago a group of drumming, dancing 
Indians crowded the main rotunda of the Legislature 
to call for action on lands cut off from Indian reserves

Kamloops band Chief Mary 
I^eonard said the occupations 
were part of a well-organized 
program including the block¬ 
ade of the B.C. Railway line 
at the Tachie reserve, 130 
miles north of Prince George, 
by -members of the Stuart- 
Trembleur band.

OTTAWA (CP) Defence 
Minister James Richardson 
announced Thursday a major 
change in the North American 
Air Defence Command 
(NORAD) agreement that will 
bring all Canadian air space 
under Canadian control for 
the first time since the agree¬ 
ment was signed in 1958. 

The announcement came in 
a defence department state¬ 
ment which also announced 
that the headquarters of a 
new Canadian Air Command 
will be established in 'Win¬ 
nipeg. 

Until now, regional air de¬ 
fence boundaries have strad¬ 
dled the Canada-U.S. border. 
The only NORAD region 
based in Canada was at North 
Bay. Under the new system 
there will be two NORAD re¬ 
gions in Canada, the one at 
North Ray and a new one to 
be built near Edmonton at a 
cost of $25 million. 

The North Bay region cov¬ 
ered air space over eastern 
Canada. The Edmonton head- 
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LONDON — The ancient 
male notiorf that when a 
woman says "no" she really 
means "yes" may now he a 
part of Britain’s laws on rape. 

A crucial legal decision on 
the delicate matter of a wo¬ 
man's consent in cases of 
rape raised a storm of con¬ 
troversy Thursday among 
Eritish legal authorities. 

Three leading judges ruled 
Wednesday in the House of 
Lords, Britain’s supreme a|>- 
'I'Cal court, that a man cannot 
be convicted of rape if he 
honestly believed the woman 
consented to sexual inter¬ 


course, no matter how unrea¬ 
sonable that belief. 

Two other judges disagreed 
with the ruling, but were out¬ 
voted. The controversial judg¬ 
ment provoked mixed reac¬ 
tion. 

"I find it difficult to believe 
that anyone will ever be con¬ 
victed of rape again." said 
Richard du Cann, a leading 
criminal lawyer. "The ruling 
ignores the' peril a woman is 
under when she faces an at¬ 
tack of this kind. It is a disas¬ 
ter a judgment I very much 
Pogrrt." 

J<ypk Ashley, a Labor party 
member of Parliament, sent a 


letter of protest to Home Sec¬ 
retary Roy Jenkins. 

Ashley said in his letter: 

"Henceforth the man’s be¬ 
lief that he was not commit¬ 
ting rape can prevent convic¬ 
tion. It must be the craziest 
situation since A1 Capone's 
heyday. 

"Every vicious sexual at¬ 
tack can now be excused on 
the grounds that the aggres¬ 
sor claims to believe that his 
victim's pleas were not''sin¬ 
cere,” he wrote. 

A "flimsy Shakespeare line 
that ‘the lady doth protest too 
much’ has new become the 
rapist’s cast-iron alibi." 

But David Napley. chair¬ 


man of the Law Society’s 
standing committee on crimi¬ 
nal law, said the ruling proba¬ 
bly would make no difference 
at all to the rape law. 

"Juries must decide if a 
man honestly believed that be 
had a woman’s consent — and 
if that is an unreasonable be¬ 
lief, they will probably con¬ 
vict,” Napley said. 

The issue arose when all 
five appeal court judges unan¬ 
imously rejected an appeal 
against conviction by four 
members of the Royal Air 
Force jailed for raping the 
w ife of one of them. 

Three of the men'said at 
their trial that they believed

WASHINGTON (AP) The 
House of Representatives re¬ 
jected President Ford's ur¬ 
gent $327-million aid request 
for South- Vietnamese refu¬ 
gees Thursday because it still 
bore authority for U.S., mili¬ 
tary evacuations. 

Hours later. Ford issued a 
statement declaring the 
house’s decision "not worthy 
of a people which has lived 
by the philosophy symbolized 
in the Statue of Liberty." 

He appealed to Congress to 
draw up new legislation, and 
house leaders indicated they 
will draft a bill containing the 
money only. 

The bill, written before the 
Saigon government fell, was 
up for Congress’s final ap¬ 
proval Thursday. It was re¬ 
jected 246 to 162 despite an 
appeal from Ford that its 
evacuation authority is 
useless and the money is 
"desperately needed.” 

"Thc^evacuation has been 
completed," Ford said in a 
letter to the house. "The 
Congress may be assured that 
I do not intend to send tlie 
armed forces of the United

MANY MONTHS ago, just after he took 
office, as a matter of fact, Premier David 
Barrett assured me he would do all in his 
power to see that acupuncture would receive 
a fair shake in this province.

It did 
the necessary investigating, it did set up a 
clinic in Vancouver and it has finally cleared 
the way for a similar clinic at Victoria Gen¬ 
eral. So this government is the first govern¬ 
ment in Canada to shuck off the dark ages 
thinking regarding the ancient Oiinese meth¬ 
od of bringing about relief. 

So this government should be applauded 
for its stand. Barrett should be applauded, 
Cocke should be applauded. 

AND I CAN TELL THEM right now the 
local clinic will be swamped. I understand 
qualified personnel must be found and that 
this will take a certain period of time, but 
when all systems are go, look out for the 
rush. * 

For those who have waited so long, the 
procedure will be simple. The clinic will be 
for the relief of pain only, and each patient 
must have a referral from the family doctor. 
Again, the initial wave will make the great 
flood look like a leaky toilet. 

Having been closely allied with this fight

One of many women 
present told Williams he 
didn’t seem to understand 
"we don’t want your aid, we 
don’t want your money. We 
are all standing a little taller 
this week because now we 
haye said that.” 

She was referring to earlier 
reports about the rejection by 
the Indians of B.C. of further 
government funds. 

While the cabinet ministers 
were still in the crowd, Wilson 
moved to the centre of the 
crowd to speak a second time. 

"We have had enough ba¬ 
loney from the white press 
and enough baloney from 
these white men," he said 
pointing to the three min¬ 
isters. "They are trying to se¬ 
duce us to welfare. We have 
only tricked the white man 
once. He thought we would 
die, but he didn’t die and 
today we are the fastest grow¬ 
ing minority race In the 
country." 

None of the ministers re¬ 
sponded but they moved off 


quietly as members of the 
crowd started shouting "pigs” 
and "let's get that crap off 
the lawn." 

The final speaker was Phi¬ 
lip Paul, who appealed to the 
crowd to remain non-violent 
and to disperse quietly. 

“Talk to your people, orga¬ 
nize, we shall be in touch and 
will be back.” The crowd 
obeyed, an hour after the 
protest started.'

Dr. G. W. Anderson, chief of 
neurology at Hartford hospi¬ 
tal, shut off the respirator 
after consulting Mrs. Klimek. 
Breathing stopped immediate¬ 
ly, but the heart continued to 
beat — a common occurrence. 

No breathing was noted for 1 
Several minutes and Klimek 
was pronounced dead and pre¬ 
parations began for an an- | 
topsy. The family was notified 
of his death and the obituary 
was released to a local paper. , 

Latfcf' that morning, nurses \ 
noted Klimek had resumed 
breathing. He subsequently 
was given intravenous feed¬ 
ings, but the respirator was 
not used. Anderson said how 
Klimek continuer! to breathe 
without the respirator is a 
mystery. 

Klimek's breathing stopped 
again three weeks later and 
he was declared officially 
dead.

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Cruel deception 


T HERE WILL BE BITTER recriminations for the 
failure of one-time friends and allies to rescue 
all those terror-stricken Vietnamese trying to es¬ 
cape the Communist conquerors. Canada will de¬ 
serve them. The behavior of its representatives 
during the evacuation of the embassy in Saigon 
was deplorable; and the government must accept 
the blame. 

Television viewers will have been shocked to 
see two embassy automobiles being loaded aboard a 
helicopter when so many clamored for accommo¬ 
dation. But worse still was the deceitful assurance 
to those who hoped for sanctuary that something 
would be done to help them the following day when 
it had alseady been decided to close the place that 
evening. 

Acting External Affairs Minister Mitchell 
Sharp pretends to believe that embassy employees 
abandoned in Saigon will face no danger because of 
their association with neutral Canada. The assump¬ 
tion is not rational. 

In the flush of victory terrible Communist re¬ 
prisals are all too probable. Khmer Rouge radio an¬ 
nounced on April 19 “most of the top leaders of the 
former government have been beheaded." And 
when the Vietnamese Communists over-ran Hue in 
1968 they immediately executed “collabo¬ 


rationists” including more than 3,000 petty of¬ 
ficials, school teachers and civil servants. 

On April 25 Immigration Minister Robert 
Andras told the Commons letters had been sent to 
1,100 Saigon families “indicating our willingness to 
accept them if they are willing to get out of Viet¬ 
nam.” 

Willing? They were frantic to get out of the 
country. 

The government’s statement that all those 
who had permission to leave—presumably meaning 
those who possessed exit visas—had been evacuat¬ 
ed is a disgraceful excuse for refusing succour to 
desperate people. 

The suspicion must occur that the govern¬ 
ment’s concern was more for the impression it was 
creating in Hanoi by turning its back on pro-Wes¬ 
tern Vietnamese than for humanitarian consider¬ 
ations. 

The day Phnom Penh fell Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau announced Canada would recognize 
the new government of Cambodia- He seemed anx¬ 
ious to show his country’s color to the world. 

He is undoubtedly correct when he says that 
events in southeast Asia have undermined the cred¬ 
ibility of the United States as an ally. 

Events in Saigon have made Canada look a 
sorry sort of friend. 



The ‘un-portfolio’ 




A S PALTRY A SUM as $400,000 may appear to 
-'*■ be in a budget exceeding $3 billion there is 
obvious good reason for the debate it raised in the 
legislature the other day. It shouldn't be in the gov¬ 
ernment’s estimates Of expenditure. It would nest 
1 jotter with its political feathers as an expense for 
the New Democratic Party to pay on its own. 

Opposition members might have given the 
spending of the amount ($402,657 to be exact) a 
much rougher ride than they did. In attempting to 
justify the cost of offices in Victoria and Prince 
George of the government’s lone minister without 
portfolio, the minister himself, what’s - his - name 
Allan Alfred Nunweiler, invited more of a going- 
over. ' 

His answers to charges by Social Credit Lead¬ 
er William Bennett and Liberal Leader David An¬ 
derson that the money is being used for nothing 
more than public relations promotion for the NDP 
not only serve to confiim their statements, but 
make it quite clear he is not cut-out even for that 
kind of work. 

The “un-portfolio” is supposed to look after 
the needs of the northern regions of the province, 
and when he took his oath of office last June, Mr. 
Nunweiler talked about doing great things about 
doctor and nurse shortages in remote areas, about 
housing shortages, about recreation versus logging 
in northern forests, about rapidly-growing commu¬ 
nities in the “out-back.” 

But if progress has been made in these areas 


of need, Mr. Nunweiler isn’t saying, but rather “We 
are committed to the goal of trying to ensure that 
social and industrial programs of the north do 
work, and are providing the people of the north 
with the necessary tools to establish permanent 
communities, with proper services.” 

Mr. Nunweiler isn’t always this vague, though, 
and he can be quite entertaining, too, with his press 
releases which, as Liberal Leader Anderson main¬ 
tains, appear to be the main, if not only, work of 
his offices. The one last month about a steel mill 
for the north and how it would be a great thing if a 
Prince George site was chosen, is something to 
think about, but not for too long. It is likely, says 
the Nunweiler release, a major portion of the inter¬ 
national market for a steel mill would have to be 
reached by ship, which puts Prince George in an 
awkward position. Awkward? Enough said. 

Mr. Nunweiler spends much of his time coun¬ 
tering the $402,657 spending criticism in attacking 
the former government. Under Social Credit, he 
says, there were three ministers without portfolio 
and “I still haven’t been able to find out what they- 
did.” 

Perhaps he would be better employed working 
on finding ar. answer, and if successful he would 
doubtless make it a point to note that in the 
1972-73 governmental estimates of expenditure the 
item covering the three is listed at $53,726 which is 
only two-fifteenths of what he is being given to blow. 


The fight for abortion in Italy 


Italy's anti-abortion laws, 
which date back to the time of 
Mussolini’s Fascists, will be 
abolished next year if a cam¬ 
paign, launched by the Radia- 
cal Party and the Women’s 
Liberation movement, is 
successful. 

The campaign’s aim is to 
collect tlie 500,000 signatures 
needed to call a national ref¬ 
erendum under the Italian 
Constitution. It could have im¬ 
portant political consequences 
as the question is being treat¬ 
ed more as a matter of civil 
rights than of jiersonal con¬ 
science. 

The section of the Italian 
Penal Code which bans all 
forms of procured abortion 
for any reason whatsoever, is 
under the heading of "Crimes 
Against the Race”. — a Fas¬ 
cist concept. Prison sentences 
for those convicted of perform¬ 
ing. undergoing and arrang¬ 
ing abortions range from two 
to five years. 

★ ★ * 

The abortion law reform 
movement has suddenly 
jumped into the headlines as 
a result of three recent 
events: 

First, the French Parlia¬ 
ment's decision to change the 
law and allow abortion for the 
first time in France; secondly 
a decision of Italy’s constitu¬ 
tional courts last February 
that certain provisions of the 
Fascist law banning abortion 
are unconstitutional; thirdly 
the arrest of the secretary of 
the Radical Party and a 
group of doctors and nurses 
for running a reasonably- 
priced but officially illegal 
abortion clinic in Florence. 

The hypocrisy surrounding 
abortion in Italy is notorious. 
Illegal abortion is still ap¬ 
parently the chief method of 
birth control practised in this 
predominantly Roman Catho¬ 
lic country. Estimates range 
from the Italian health 
ministry’s figure of 800,000 to 
the World Health Organiza¬ 
tion’s statistic of 1,500,000 
abortions in 1974 — more than 
the total -number of. live 
births. Thousands of women 
die every year in backstreet 
abortions. Yet a recent survey 
by a mass-circulation wo-

men’s magazine disclosed that 
seven out of 10 gynaecologists 
in the northern city of Milan 
said they were prepared to 
carry out abortions — for a 
price. This varied between 
5720-51,20P- The price being 
charged by the Florence clin¬ 
ic that was raided by police 
was only $120. It was den¬ 
ounced by two neo-Fascist 
deputies. 


Pope Paul VI, ever since 
his encyclical Humanae Vitae 
in 1968, which banned ar¬ 
tificial methods of birth con¬ 
trol, has been careful to em¬ 
phasize that procured abortion 
is wrong under all circum¬ 
stances and for whatever rea¬ 
son it is performed. On the 
eve of the French decisi<Ai the 
Vatican put out a strong 
statement, obviously aimed at 
Italian opinion as well, rei¬ 
terating that no Christian 
could vote in favor of. a law 
legalizing abortion. The Vati-

The Italian constitutional 
court’s decision on the abor¬ 
tion law. announced only 
three months after the Vati¬ 
can statement, was hailed by 
the reformers as a jxwverful 
weapon in their attempts to 
change the law. The court 
ruled that abortions per¬ 
formed if the mother’s physi¬ 
cal or psychological health 
was in danger could not be 
judged illegal. This repre¬ 
sented a small, but important 
breach in the existing law. A 
leading Italian gynaecologist 
pointed out that occasions in 
which the mother’s life were 
in physical danger were rela¬ 
tively rare in the present state 
of medicine, and that as far 
as her psychological state was 
concerned the court did not 
lay down how this was to be 
decided. 


All the main Italian political 
parties have now felt morally 
obliged to table draft legisla¬ 
tion reforming the existing 
law. Proposals by the ruling 
Christian Democrat Party 
would in effect only delete the 
Fascist term “Crime against 
the Race” from the Penal 
Code and lessen the penalties' 
for abortions performed after 
rape or to prevent the birth of 
deformed or s mentally abnor¬ 
mal children. The smaller lay 
political parties are in favor 
of legalizing abortion and al¬ 
lowing women to decide 
whether or not to give birth. 
The Communist Party would 
allow abortion in certain res¬ 
tricted circumstances, and 
leave it to a medical commis¬ 
sion to decide on individual 
cases. 

A first attempt to collect 
the necessary 500.000 signa¬ 
tures for a national referen¬ 
dum on abortion law reform 
failed last year, mainly for 
lack of organization. Now a 
big publicity campaign has 
been mounted and there 
seems every chance that the 
requisite number will be col¬ 
lected as fbr the divorce

law referendum which was 
held last year. 

The organizers point out 
that until 1971 it was illegal 
even to publicize and give in¬ 
struction about artificial birth 
control methods in Italy, and 
that it is intolerable that abor¬ 
tion should still be the main 
method of birth control prac¬ 
tised here. 

Church and state are at log¬ 
gerheads on this. delicate 
issue. Everyone remembers 
the resounding success ob¬ 
tained by the divorce law sup¬ 
porters last year when they 
gained a 60 per cent victory 
against those who tried to get 
the law permitting divorce re¬ 
moved from the statue book. 
It was the Roman Catholic 
Church which encouraged — 
and obviously later regretted 
— the holding of the referen¬ 
dum.

The rerent responses to my letter regarding the punish¬ 
ment of children have led me to believe that 1 wasn't com¬ 
pletely understood. I was attempting to delineate the peculiar 
paradox facing society today. We must hold people as if they 
were responsible, well knowing that individuals do not have 
tree choice. 

Anyone who has attempted to understand human behav¬ 
ior knows full well that the impact of a person’s genes, his 
time in history, the location in which he was brought up, the 
nature of his early nurturing, his teaching, his medical care, 
his guidance etc. are all factors over which he had little 
choice. Yet they are factors which greatly determine how he 
will behavp. 

For this reason, when a person is judged guilty of some 
anti-social behavior, the punishment should be fairly distrib¬ 
uted among all those who are responsible. 

I’m not saying that a child or an adult should not be 
punished, they should; but I am saying that anyone who con¬ 
tributed to his criminal behavior should be punished also. 
This means that we are all guilty to some extent. It means 
lhat we must make more effort to prevent a crime, then to 
punish the criminal. 

Once and for all, I am not permissive. I am not permis¬ 
sive with myself, my children, my patients, or (if possible) 
with society. My expectations and standards are those of an 
ancient code which requires that a man love his enemies. 
Recause these standards are so high, I am conscious of the 
fact that I am really in no position to judge others. 

No adult who is not attempting to remove pornographic 
literature from check-out counters can judge young people 
for perverse sexual behavior. No adult wlio is not attempting 
to decrease the amount of crime and violence on TV is in a 


position to judge young people for their anti-social behav ior. 

With our increasing knowledge of people, the problem of 
right and wrong has become so complicated that no simplistic 
moral code works. 

The days when the good guys wore white hats went out 
with the silent movies. People still struggle to enforce a kind 
of discipline for their children which relies on there being 
only good and bad children. Even when there is a sneaking 
feeling that everybody is partly iwth, some parents insist that 
they might have delinquent children but that has nothing to 
do with them. 

I am well aware of the fact that, bio-chemistry deter¬ 
mines a great deal of human behavior and vitamins are co¬ 
enzymes to chemical reactions. I have. no hesitation to 
prescribe diets or megavitamins if they are required. Howev¬ 
er, I have been treating children long enough to know that 
treatment fads have come and gone. Many anxious parents 
attempting to follow the latest tind (at least initially! some 
benefit, but later real disappointment. When the Ritalin fad. 
the minimal brain damage fad, the megavitamin fad had 
gone, I was still around attempting to pick up pieces. I sus¬ 
pect when tl»e food additive and hypoglycemia fad -pass on, I 
will still be here. 

There is some evidence to substantiate these hypotheses, 
but there needs to be a greal deal more scientific evidence. 
Even at that, they will be partial explanations. I have a fully 
developed research protocol for hyperkinesis and megavi¬ 
tamins and am happy to do the research at any point that I 
obtain the funding.

Boycott or no boycott. Cana¬ 
da's mail — with or without a 
IKistal code — seems to move 
at a more or less uniform 
pace across the country. 

This despite the announce¬ 
ment, more than a year ago, 
that members of the *J0,000- 
strong Canadian Union of Pos¬ 
tal Workers would give pref¬ 
erential treatment to mail 
with "boycott the postal 
code" on it instead of the six- 
characler code. 

The announcement ua* 
made in early March, 1974, by 
Ihe then-president of the 
CUPW. Joseph Davidson, who 
lold the Toronto Globe Rnd 
.Mail: 

"People should remember 
that postal workers, who do 
all the mail sorting, all sup¬ 
port the boycott . . . and they 
will be „ more encouraged to 
give your mail better service 
if it has ‘boycolt the postal 
code’ stamped or written on 
it.”

It hasn't, a Colonist exi>eri- 
ment seems 1o show, quite 
worked out lhat way. 

To lest the effectiveness of 
the boycott, the Colonist en¬ 
listed the help of Daphne Cal¬ 
lahan. an editorial assistant 
at the St. John’s New¬ 
foundland.

At 3 p.m. last Friday, Ms. 
Callahan dropped three let- 
lers into a post box on Waler 
Street in St. John’s. 

The letters were in identical 
envelopes, differing only in 
the manner in which they 
were addressed. 

One bore the name, home 
address and postal code of a 
Colonist repor t er; 

One bore only his name and 
address; 

The third bore his name, 
address, and ihe legend "boy¬ 
cott. postal codes — support 
CUPW”.

On Tuesday, at about 11 
a m., all three letters were 
dropped in the reporter's 
mailbox in Sidney. 

It had taken all throe about 
92 hours to nrake the cross¬ 
country trip; but the enve¬ 
lopes made Ihe trip together. 

All lhat seemed to matter 
was that; Ihey each bore a 
name, and an address. 

The postal workers didn’t 
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seem unduly impressed with 
the boycott slogan, its ab¬ 
sence, or the presence pf a 
posial code. 

Which could, mean Victori¬ 
ans using the mails can suit 
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their own fancy when ad¬ 
dressing envelopes. Whatever 
'their view of Ihe Canadian 
Labor Congress-supported 
boycott, their mail will get 
through. 


And the speed with which it 
moves through the post office 
appears to be unrelated to 
what support, if any, they 
give to the boycott.

OTTAWA (CP) — Welfare 
ministers agreed Thursday to 
move into a new phase of 
their overhaul of social secu¬ 
rity programs by investigat¬ 
ing the cost, levels of assis¬ 
tance and other details of a 
proposed guaranteed income 
system. 

The agreement came to¬ 
ward the end of a two-day 
federal provincial conference 
of ministers which at one 


point seemed ready to fall 
apart over a basic divergence 
of views between Quebec and 
some other provinces on one 
hand and the federal govern¬ 
ment. 

But Thursday federal min¬ 
ister Marc Lalonde and Que¬ 
bec’s counterpart, Claude 
Forget, were playing down 
their differences. 

On Wednesday, Lalonde had 


proposed one income program 
for persons unable to work 
and another for the working 
poor. The unemployables, or 
income support, program 
would rome v lnto effect next 
year with income supplemen¬ 
ts for the 'working poor in 
1977. 

Ottawa would pay about 70 
per cent of the estimated 51 
billion more than current 


coats that was required to 
bring the program to fruition, 
Lalonde said. 

But Forget, who with sever¬ 
al other provincial ministers 
opposed the separation of a 
guaranteed Income program 
into two sections, called La- 
londe’s proposals “ill-defined, 
vague and imprecise.”

Canadian homemakers 
would get at least half of the 
maximum benefits available 
under the Canada Pension 
Plan under a proposal made 
Thursday in Ottawa by B.C.

Refugee flotilla spotted

WASHINGTON - A flotilla 
of 30 or 31 South. Vietnamese 
naval vessels has been spot¬ 
ty sailing slowly eastward, 
about 100 miles off the coast 
of Vietnam, apparently loaded 
with thousands of additional 
refugees, administration of- 
ficials said Thursday night.

The ministers agreed to 
study ways to relate social 
programs such as the Canada 
and Quebec pension plans, un¬ 
employment insurance and 
workmen’s compensation, 
ith the new proposed 
guaranteed income and to ex¬ 
amine the relationship be¬ 
tween income security and 
taxation.

NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
Rolling Stones turned on 
Greenwich Village Thursday 
with an unheralded, impromp¬ 
tu concert to tell the world 
they will make a three-month 
western hemisphere tour 
starting next month. 

In customary hell-raising 
fashion, the British rock 
group rolled up in front of a 
Greenwich Village hotel on a 
flatbed truck and turned up 
their amps full blast for a 
one-song mini-concert. 

As Mick Jagger sang Brown 
Sugar and gyrated gingerly 
around the cramped stage, in¬ 


credulous and then ecstatic 
young fans poured out of 
apartments and side streets 
and nearby New York Univer- 
sity dormitories to catch a 
glimpse of the rock super- 
stars. 

The racket sounded as If 
every stereo owner in town 
had conspired to turn his set 
up full blast simultaneously. 

About a dozen policemen 
were on hand in case of trou¬ 
ble, but the crowd of several 
hundred remained good-na¬ 
tured. 

The mini-concert was part 
of an all-out promotional blitz 
by the Stones for their first 


tour in the United States since 
1972. It is expected to gross 
more than 512 million. 

Besides the United States 
and Canada, the tour will take 
the Stones to Mexico, Vene¬ 
zuela and Brazil. 

Tickets also went on sale at 
noon all over the United 
States. Outside New York’s 
Madison Square Garden, 
where the Stones will perform 
six concerts in June, several 
hundred fans already had 
begun lining up in early 
morning.

Montreal police-

MONTREAL (CPi A po¬ 
lice strike appeared to have 
been averted Thursday as ne¬ 
gotiations for the Montreal Po¬ 
licemen's Brothertiood won 
themselves a week to resolve 
a contract dispute with the 
city. 

Gilbert Custeau. president 
of the 5.200-member Broth¬ 
erhood, told a morning meet¬ 
ing of about 2,500 off-duty po¬ 
licemen that negotiators will 
try to arrive at a settlement 
with the Montreal Urban 
Community's public security 
council within a week. 

Custeau was to address an¬ 
other meeting Thursday night 
for men who had worked dur¬ 
ing the day. He then was to 
meet. Paul-Emile L’Ecuyer. 
chairman of the security 
council, a union spokesman 
said. 

Brotherhood officials said 
that, despite calls by some 
militant members for imme¬ 
diate action to protest delays 
in negotiations, there will be 
no walkouts while talks con¬ 
tinue. 

The key issue in negotia¬ 
tions, adjourned Thursday 
morning after an all-night ses¬ 
sion. is a pension plan the 
union has been trying to nego¬ 
tiate since 1972 when all |*v 
lice forces on Montreal Island 
were integrated. 

In Quebec City, Premier 
Robert Bourassa said he 
hopes "positive results” will 
come from the bargaining 
sessions but "if not, we will 
do what must be done to pro¬ 
tect the public.” 

The policemen, without a 
contract for three months, re¬ 
jected pension plan proposals 
by the security council last 
week. Brotherhood treasurer 
Re.jean Landry said the men 
'want a pension fund now.” 


The union has sought a plan 
similar to what members of 
the Montreal force had before 
integration. Some former su¬ 
burban policemen currently 
have no pension plan. Former 
Montreal police would receive 
lesser benefits under the lat¬ 
est proposals. 

A Montreal policeman now 
receives a pension equal to 50 
per cent of his salary after 25 
year's service, 67.5 per cent 
after 30 years and 80 per cent 
after 35 years.

slightly less than 70 per cent 
after 35 years and 70 per cent 
after 40 years.

OTTAWA i UP11 Labor 
Minister John Munro said 
Thursday the government 
would apply for a court in¬ 
junction Monday against 
striking Quebec dockworkers 
who have refused to obey fed¬ 
eral back to work orders. 

Parliament passed a bill 
last week ordering an imme¬ 
diate end to a walkout by 
members of the International 
Longshoremen's Association 
at the key St. Lawrence River 
ports of Montreal. Quebec 
Oty and Trois Rivieres. The 
longshoremen remained on 
strike, however. 

Munro told the House of 
Commons the government 
was collecting information 
necessary to prove the men 
w ere disobeying the law. 

"I believe there will be an 
application for an injunction on 
Monday,” he said. 

Munro said the government 
will formally notify the TLA of 
the injunction. 

If the court dec ides in favor 
of the government, the union 
will he ordered to tell its 
members to return to work. If 
the union does not carry out 
the court’s instructions, the 
government can apply penal¬ 
ties. 


The penalties include max¬ 
imum fines of $1,000 a day for 
the union for every day of 
work lost; $10,000 for a union 
executive convicted of diso¬ 
beying the order, and $1,000 
for a union member convicted 
of refusing to return to work. 

Norman Quigley. ILA inter¬ 
national vice-president for the 
Quebec region, said earlier in 
the week the union would ad¬ 
vise the men to return to 
work following assurance 
from Munro he would consider 
reopening their government- 
imposed contract. 

In Montreal, an FLA spokes¬ 
man said membership meet¬ 
ings would be held Sunday in 
the three port cities so that 
ILA officers could explain to 
the rank and file the result of 
the Quigley-Muni?> meeting 
and “try to get them to go 
back to work.” 

The '2.100 longshoremen 
went on strike March 31. They 
were joined by 600 checkers 
and cargo repairmen April 17.

Smokey. in addition to sym¬ 
bolizing fire prevention, was 
quite a salesman in his hey¬ 
day. 

Since 1952. officials said, the 
co-operative forest fire pre¬ 
vention campaign has collect¬ 
ed $1.3 million in royalties 
from the sale of about 50 Smo¬ 
key Bear products ranging 
from T-Shirts to charms and 
sleeping bags. 

The Smokey Bear character 
was created originally in 1945 
to illustrate posters carrying 
the slogan, "only you can pre¬ 
vent forest fires."

Minor hockey suffers—Juckes 


TORONTO lCP> - The 
World Hockey Associatfeet will 
not sign an agreement to pay 
the Canadian Amateur Hock¬ 
ey Association for signing jun¬ 
ior hockey players that are 
drafted, says Ben Hatskin ol 
Winnipeg, chief executive of 
the WHA. 

He said the league is "not 
going into any agreement 
with the CAHA right now.” 

“We don't know what will 
happen next month or the 


month after, but our thinking 
is that there won't be any 
agreement ’’ 

The WHA and National 
Hockey League had an agree¬ 
ment with the CAHA to pay 
stipulated sums of money for 
the juniors. The agreement 
expired in April. 

Hatskin said the league ref¬ 
uses to support an agreement 
whereby the WHA clubs are 
"being ripped off by paying 
double” for junior players

"We must pay the CAHA 
for drafting and signing junior 
players. We must also pay the 
player and his agent, whether 
that agent is a lawyer, a 
parent or his grandmother. 
That’s ridiculous.” added

sign an agreement - and the 
National Hockey League is 


expected to do the same — 
means the CAHA will not 
longer receive any money 
from tho pros for drafted jun¬ 
iors. 

The stand comes as no sur¬ 
prise. 

"We expected it,” said Gor¬ 
don Juckes, executive direc¬ 
tor of the CAHA. "The CAHA 
has done everything possible. 
We have left it in the hands of 


the federal government. It 
knows the situation. The next 
step is up to them.” 

Juckes said it is minor 
hiA-key. not the CAHA, that 
will suffer the mod. 

"Last year the pro leagues 
should have paid us $1.6 mil¬ 
lion for players. Of that sum, 
the CAHA keeps only $81,000 
The rest goes to hockey devel¬ 
opment." 


Major Junior A hockey op¬ 
erators in Ontario foresaw the 
possibilities a pro-am agree¬ 
ment would not be reached. 
Prior to the season tiiey had 
Toronto lawyer Joe Kane 
draw up a new contract that 
the juniors had to sign before 
playing. 

It states that if a boy turns 
professional, he must pay 20 


per cent of his gross earnings 

in his first three years as a 
pro back to his last junior 
team. Out of the 20 per cent, 
the junior team pays the 
player's legal fees, including 
agent's fees. 

The WHA currently owes 
the CAHA about $190,000 for 
players drafted last year. The 
WHA has not indicated when, 
and if, the rest of the money 
will be forthcoming. 

Hatskin said the WHA 


Vould ta\or the other two 
Major Junior A leagues in 
Canada — the Quebec Major 
Junior A League and Western 
Canada Hockey League — 
agreeing to a similar contract 
in negotiations with their jun¬ 
ior players. 

"We would be happy to ne¬ 
gotiate under the terms set 
out in that contract.

Some of the most consistent salmon fishing to be found 
around Vancouver Island these days is in Saanich Inlet, 
where anglers are picking up bluebacks three-and-a-half 
pounds on bucktaOl flies trolled quickly on, or just below, the 
surface. 

'Hiese good-sized bluebacks are too small to weigh into 
the King Fisherman Contest, which requires a five-pounder, 
but they are sporty fighters and tasty eating. 

Federal fisheries in the past few days checked 332 boats in 
Saasich Inlet waters for a catch of 81 chinooks, 123 jack 
chinooks in the three to six-pound bracket, 98 chinook grilse, 
88 coho grilse and 150 bluebacks. 

That adds up to some fair fishing at an average of 1.6 
fish a boat. 

Sooke waters have been spotty, but when fishing is on it 
has been quite good. Federal fisheries checked 92 boats for 
107 chinooks up into the 20s. 58 jack chinooks, two chinook 
grilse, two coho grilse, and seven bluebacks. 

In the Becher Bay area, the productive run has been 
along the tiderip from Aldridge Point to Beechey Head. A 
pound of weight and 70 feet of line with Strip Teaser has 
been the best combination. 

At Pedder Bay, the best area has been along the kelp 
beds, and 60 feet of line and 12 ounces of weight and Strip 
Teaser has been the best combination. 

Victoria waterfront fishing has been poor. 

In the Oak Bay area. Constance Banks and The Gap have 
been the most productive areas. They have to be fished very 
deep, and the catch has been mainly chinooks in the 10 to 12 
pound class. 

Sidney waters have been better than the number of an¬ 
glers checked would indicate, showing an average of 2.2 fish 
a boat.

Beachcomber Marina in the Northwest Bay area reports 
some good grilse and blueback fishing with the hottest lures 
an Andy Thomas Orange Squid, a Radiant Bloody Mary, ‘or 
an orange Tom Mack spoon. 

Fishing for big coho grilse, some of them blueback size 
has been good in Lambert Channel and off Little River and 
Bates Beach, where limits are being taken on almost any¬ 
thing with a little red in it. 

The fish are being taken on the surface, but anglers have 
had to go out for them, about a mile to two-and-a-half miles 
out into the Strait. 

Bates weighed in its first chinook of the season this week 
— a six-pounder. 

At Campbell River blue-backing has been good in Browns 
Bay. Deepwater Bay and off the Quadra Island Bell buoy. 

But, the exciting fishing lias been for 18 to 27-pound 
chinooks on trolled bucktail flies off the Cape Mudge light¬ 
house. 

In Albemi Inlet chinooks in the 12 to 20-pound class are 
being taken in Rainey and Vernon Bays, on Strip Teaser. 12 
ounces of weight or planer.

Freshwater fishing is starting to explode with the warm 
weather. 

Karly-bird small-mouth bass anglers have been getting 
trophy bass, like Bob White's 6.11-pounder from Spider Lake 
on Big O plug and Bob Wilson’s six-and-a-half pounder from 
Elk Lake on worm. 

The Cowichan River has been giving up some exception¬ 
ally big brown trout like Allan Boyson’s eight-pounder on 
ye flow and black Len Tompson spoon. There have been sever¬ 
al six and seven-pounders recorded. 

Fly fishing was hot in Great Central and Sproat Lakes, 
but this week trolling seems to be taking those two to three- 
pounders. 

The Campbell River estuary has been good for cutthroats 
w ith anglers getting them on minnow-type flies or small spin¬ 
ning lures.

First CUPE group back at work today 


About 110 Capital Region 
Board employees were to re¬ 
turn to work this morning 
after 85 days on the pickei 
line. They. form the firsi 
group of Canadian Union of 
Public Employees members 
to return to their jobs as the 
region's strike-lockout fitfully 
winds down. 

The two-year contact, pro¬ 
viding a 40 per cent increase 
for clerk-typists, was signed 
Thursday night by CUPE of¬ 
ficials and board chairman 
.fim Campbell after the hoard 
unanimously ratified settle¬ 
ment terms worked out dur¬ 
ing negotiations last week. 

However, as Capital Region 
workers are returning to 
work. Saanich and Sidney mu¬ 
nicipal employees, members 
of LocaJ 374, remain on the 
picket line after a vote Thurs¬ 
day rejecting the settlement 
package 170 to 150. The local 
executive had unanimously 
recommended rejection. 

Greater Victoria school 
board inside workers, 
members of Local 947, voted 
to accept the agreement at a 
meeting Thursday night by a 
vote of 174 to 7. 

Civic workers in Victoria 
have also voted acceptance 


But Saanich , Sidney my 4 no’ 


and city council will meet this 
morning to ratify the agree¬ 
ment. Victoria employees 
could be back to. work Mon¬ 
day. AJd. Malcolm Anderson 
said. 

Oak Bay's CUPE local has 
also accepted the agreement 
and Oak Bay council will 
meet at 5:15 p.m. today to 
discuss ratification. 

However, Aid. Shirley Dow¬ 
el said she is not sure 
whether the lockoul of Oak 
Bay employees should be lift¬ 
ed while the Saanich and Es¬ 
quimau locals have voted to 
reject the agreement. 

Esquimau Local .133 voted 
by a narrow margin Sunday 
to reject the offer and pro¬ 
ceed with its charge before 
the I^abor Relations Board 
that the Esquimau lockout is 
illegal. . 

Mrs. Dowell said it wouldn't 
he fair to sign an agreement 
with Oak Bay employees and 
then have Saanich and Esqui¬ 
mau workers receive higher 
settlements as a result of fur¬ 
ther negotiations. 


The agreement provides an 
outside base labor rate Jan. 1, 
1976, of $5.94 an hour, com¬ 
pared with the previous rale 
of $4.42. The starting inside 
rate will be increased to $684 
a month on the same date and 
second-year increases in both 
inside and outside classifica¬ 
tions will he tied directly to 
increases ift the national con¬ 
sumer price index. 

Saanich local president Jim 
Brett said Thursday night his 
membership rejected the 
offer because the "whole 
package fell short.” 

Percentage increases in the 
lower and middle classifica¬ 
tions were inadequate, he 
said, and lower-paid workers 
would be subsidizing persons 
in higher pay grades. 

At the end of the old agree- 
ni p n I , Saanich outside 
workers were- seven rents an 
hour behind Nanaimo workers. 
Under ’the new offer, they 
would lie 16 cents an hour 
behind as of Jan. 1. 


Shift differential, severance 
pay and overtime provisions 
were also inadequate, Brett 

said., 

Saanich and Sidney councils 
will he informed officially of 
the decision today, he said, 
and the loc al now wants to re¬ 
turn to rhe bargaining table 
and "tell management how* 
the package is lacking.” 

Saanich Mayor Ed Lum, 
who introduced the ratifica¬ 
tion motion at Thursday 
night's Capital Region board 
meeting, said he was a “little 
disappointed with the Saanich 
vole, but I expected it.” 

Campbell told the meeting 
that the executives of the 
Saanich and Victoria outside 
workers locals actively cam¬ 
paigned against acceptance of. 
the offer. 

"They hadn't promised to 
support it, but the fact that 
they actively campaigned 
against it approached had 
faith on the ' part of Ihe 
union." 


In Esquimau, local pres¬ 
ident Larry Flannagan said it 
appears doubtful that if the 
local loses its case before the 
Labor Relations Board, the 
workers would accept the 
present offer and return to 
work. 

Although the rejection hal- 
lot passed by only three votes. 
Elannagan said, there is a 
surprising solidarity among 
the members. 

A committee has now hren 
formed, he said, to investigate 
what provisions of the offer 
dissatisfied Esquimau munici¬ 
pal workers and the results of 
that investigation will he pre¬ 
sented to management. 

"We have a very just fight 
in front of us.” he said. 

Elannagan also said, point¬ 
ing to the narrow acceptance 
vote by Victoria outride 
workers and rejections by his 
local and tfie Saanich em¬ 
ployees, that “a lot of 
workers are unsatisfied.” 

The local is not asking the 
municipality to lift its lock¬ 
out. he said, and he refused to 
comment on whether the local 
lockout was lifted.

«afe in Saigon but has been 
moved to a primitive rgmp 
for prisoners of war near thjp 
Laotian border. 

Norman Barton, youth lead¬ 
er at Victoria’s Emmanuel 
Baptist Church, told the Colo¬ 
nist Thursday that a report 
earlier this week that Rev. 
and Mrs, Norman Johnson, 
his brother-in-law and sister, 
were free and safe was a 
cruel "hoax.” 

Barton's parents. Mr. and 
Mrs. Edward Barton of Ha¬ 
milton, Ont.. talked to mis¬ 
sionary headefuarters in New 
York City Thursday, Barton 
said, and were told that the 
earlier story was a hoax seni 
out by short wave radio from 
Saigon. 

The Johnsons and five other 
missionaries of the Christian 
and Missionary Alliance had 
been interned in a former 
U.S. Army barracks in Pleiku 
in the central highlands of 
South Vietnam. Barton said. 
All have heen transferred to a 
camp which has a reputation 
for poor food and living condi¬ 
tions. he said. 

The senior Bartons have 
been in touch with the exter¬ 
nal affairs department in Ot¬ 
tawa and have been told that 
continued representations are 
heing made to Hanoi for infor¬ 
mation about the Johnsons. 

"They will not confirm or 
deny anything."

Nine native Indians were 
convicted in provincial court 
in Duncan Thursday of illegal¬ 
ly fishing in a closed section 
of the Cowirhan River last 
fall. 

In handing down the deci¬ 
sion. Judge Lance Heard said 
the action was a test case, 
and imposed nominal fines of 
SI "ach. Maximum fine allow¬ 
able was $1,000. 

The judge also ordered that 
all fish caught and equipment 
used be confiscated by the 
crown. 

Defence counsel Doug Sand¬ 
ers told the court the decision 
will be appealed. 

Outside court, Sanders said 
the Indian people are pre¬ 
pared to appeal to the Su¬ 
preme Court of Canada if ap¬ 
peals in lower courts are dis¬ 
allowed. 

The charges were laid 
under B.C. regulations of the 
federal Fisheries Act. after 
some Indians set up a net 
across the river to trap 
spawning salmon, and others 
used spears for fishing. 

The portion of the river run¬ 
ning through the Cowirhan re¬ 
serve and other areas were 
dosed to fishermen Oct. 21 by 
the federal fisheries depart¬ 
ment because of an extremely' 
low water level. 

The Indians refused to ac¬ 
knowledge the ban in an at¬ 
tempt to prove their aborigin¬ 
al rights permitted them to 
fish the river for food. 

During the trial, Sanders 
contended the federal govern¬ 
ment had not fulfilled its obli¬ 
gations set out by the terms 
of union of 1871. when B.C. 
joined Confederation. 

"The federal government 
was obliged under the terms 
of the union, to maintain an 
Indian fishing policy as liber¬ 
al as that maintained by the 
colonial government prior to 
1871,” Sanders said 

He said there were not only 
no restrictions on Indian fish¬ 
eries in 1871, hut the colonial 
government and. after 1871, 
the federal and provincial 
governments, bad a policy of 
permitting Indian fisheries to 
continue. The federal Fish¬ 
eries Act became effective in 
B.C. in 1876. 

Prosecutor Tim Singh said 
that prior to the terms of

ment was concerned with the 
preservation of game and the 
federal laws were applicable 
to Indians. 

Dr. Keith Ralston, a history 
professor at the University of 
B.C., and Dr. Barbara l«anc. 
an anthropology consultant 
specializing in the tribal cul¬ 
ture of Coast Salish Indians, 
testified on behalf of the In¬ 
dians. 

Judge Heard said Thursday 
the colony of Vancouver Is¬ 
land had not entered into any 
treaty with the Cowirhan In¬ 
dian people: However, it was 
the policy of Governor James 
Douglas not to interfere with 
Indian fishing rights. 

“From the evidence before 
the court.” he said, "it ajv- 
pears that this policy, with 
respect to Governor Douglas, 
was a policy of expediency. 


"He did not want a con¬ 
frontation with the local native 
people, and it appears to be a 
sop in order to prevent 
outright hostilities as the non- 
Indian settlers gradually took 
over and took title to the 
Island land. 

The court ruled tha t govern¬ 
ment officials and people in¬ 
volved in the B.C. fishing 
industry in 1871 perceived the 
lishing resource as heing vir¬ 
tually inex'haustable. 

"With resprrl to the condi¬ 
tion of the fishery today the 
gear, number of people *n- 
volved; the quantity of fish 
available, the industry which 
has sprung up since 1871. 
especially in the salmon fish¬ 
ery and in which a lot of 
native fishermen are involved 
requires regulati ms noi en- 
visaged in 1871,” the Judge 
said.

Heavy use of drugs 
for elderly patients 



PONOKA. Alta. (CP) 
Heavy use of drugs in the 
treatment of elderly medical 
patients has been condemned 
at a special seminar at Alber¬ 
ta Hospital. 

Speaking Jo 150 hospital 
and nursing* home staff at the 
second annual psychbgeria- 
tric seminar at the hospital, a 
panel of experts agreed that 
medical staff too often ad¬ 
ministers unnecessary drugs 
to elderly patients. 

Dr. I. M Anholt. an as¬ 
sociate professor of medicine 
al the University of Alberta, 
said "the overtreatment of 
aged patients with drugs . . . 
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is probably the most serious 
medical problem" in hospital 
geriatric wards and in nurs¬ 
ing homes 

He stressed that when treat¬ 
ing elderly patients, physi¬ 
cians should "keep things as 
simple as possible," to avoid 
incurring other serious physi¬ 
cal disabilities as a result of 
too many drugs. 

Joanne Davidson. Alberta 
Hospital’s associate director 
of nursing, said the treatment 
of "confused patients with 
drugs often merely increases 
their confusion.” 

Often, such simple things as 
warm milk, a night light or 
personal effects from home 
can put a patient to sleep a* 
easily as drugs, she said. 

"If a patient is labelled se - 1 
nile or confused, it’s often be¬ 
cause nobody has sat down 
and tided to communicate, 
with him." said Miss David-

BELFAST, Northern Ire¬ 
land — When the flame* final¬ 
ly died, every one of the 198 
house* in Farringdon Gardens 
had been gutted. Only the 
charred facade* faced each 
other aero** streets littered 
with hulk* of useless furni¬ 
ture. 

One of the few "mixed’' 
neighborhoods in Belfast, al¬ 
though enclosed by the 
Raman Catholic enclave of the 
Ardoyne, Farringdon Gardens 
tad 1.000 residents, 60 percent 
of whom were Protestants. 
They had lived in uneasy ten¬ 
sion with their Catholic neigh¬ 
bors until Aug. 9,1971. 

Then, in response to the so- 
called "day of internment,” 
Protestants and Catholics 
lied, aetting each other’s 
homes ablaze in a "scorched 
earth” action as they went. 

("Day of internment’’ refers 
to the date Brian Faulkner, 
then prime minister for North¬ 
ern Ireland, ordered detain¬ 
ment of suspected terrorists 
without formal charges in the 
hope of heading off further 
sectarian violence.) 

After the fire and while the 
politicians debated, a group of 
men appeared on the scene. 
Mostly unemployed crafts¬ 
men, but including Catholic 
and Protestant clergymen, 
they set np scaffolding and 
began reroofing and rebuild¬ 
ing the houses. Their object: 
to invite the former residents 
to return. 

In all Belfast one could not 
find a less-promising neigh¬ 
borhood in which to conduct 
such an experiment in com¬ 
munity relations. The Ar¬ 
doyne i* a warren of council 
houses and decaying tene¬ 
ments. A prime command 
post for the IRA, the district 
has seen as much violence as 
any dtHBelfast. Laughter was 
the least of the abuses these 
workmen endured. 

Nevertheless, they persist¬ 
ed. A priest on leave from his 
African mission in Botswana, 
himself once a bricklayer, su¬ 
pervised the "brickies.” An¬ 
other priest was hod carrier. 
A Presbyterian minister car¬ 
ried lumber on his back. 

They and several Protestant 
and Catholic carpenters and 
masons undertook what ap¬ 
peared to be an insurmount¬ 
able task. Calling themseive* 
the Ardoyne Housing Action 
Committee, they worked with¬ 
out pay, using contribution* 
from England, Ireland, and 
the United State* to buy build¬ 
ing materials. 

One day in December, 1971, 
T stood in the ruins of Far¬ 
ringdon Gardens and watched 
these volunteers trying to 
breathe new life into the 
street. 

Sean Cooney, a Belfast-born 
carpenter and president of the 
committee, told me about the 
project. A email man with a 
thick brogue, Cooney pointed 
to the rooflines. 

"Look what we have 
achieved,” he said. "Already

we have reroofed 70 houses. 
All of us who work on the site 
are unemployed. We take 
nothing from the contribu¬ 
tions. We just want to see 
these houses rebuilt and oc¬ 
cupied again. We don’t care if 
the people are Catholic, Prot¬ 
estant, or atheist.” 

Not surprisingly, few per¬ 
sons in Belfast showed his 
enthusiasm. Many who were 
close to the situation, includ¬ 
ing Protestant and Catholic 
moderates, said that it was a 
"foolish" experiment that was 
likely to fail. 

Even Cooney, who had lived 
in Farringdon Garden* for 10 
years, had no hope for easy 
success. "But,” he declared, 
"we won’t know that until 
after we rebuild, will we?” 

Recently I returned to Bel¬ 
fast and met Sean Cooney 
again. Farringdon Garden* 
now is known as Farringdon 
Court. Sitting in the living 
room of his house, not far 
from where he once lived at 
No. 18. Cooney s|x>ke of what 
had happened to his project in 
the intervening three years. 
With him was Peter Shevlin, 
a plumber and secretary of 
the action committee. 

"Since the troubles started, 
we've had plenty of politicians 


but no statesmen,” Cooney 
complained. 

Shevlin, a lifelong resident 
of the. Ardoyne who was 
burned out in the fire, sj>oke 
softly but zealously: "The 
authorities told us they could 
not support the project be¬ 
cause it was a security risk. 
But when we met with the se¬ 
curity chief, he knew nothing 
of that decision; indeed, he 
didn’t even know wl)ere Far¬ 
ringdon Gardens was on the 
map.” 

"We had the help of Presby- 
t e r i a n s . Methodists, the 
Church of England, Catholics, 
and the Church of Ireland," 
Cooney said. 


"We re-roofed all 198 houses 
and repaired 126 houses," 
Cooney explained. “We had 
$165,000 of work actually com¬ 
pleted on the project when the 
government took over that 
was late in 1972.” 

"The work we did," Shevlin 
said, "is what saved us. We 
got the houses under roof; 
otherwise the damp and rot 
would have done ’em in." 

On the south ride of the 
street 21 Catholic families had 
returned, on the north side 10 
Protestant families. Ten more 
houses on the Protestant side 
were vacant. 

"We just can’t get enough

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MOSCOW (UPIi - The So¬ 
viet Union displayed a mass 
of red and a hint of steel to 
lead the world's communist 
nations in celebrating May 
Dayy Thursday.

Columns of carbine-toting 
troops stood at alert behind 
Kremlin doors in Moscow and 
blue-uniformed guards 
checked spectators’ passes 
four times in the usual strict 
security that surrounds the 
public appearance of Soviet 
leaders. 

Yasser Arafat, chairman of 
the Palestine Liberation Orga¬ 
nization. interrupted his Mos¬ 
cow talks with Soviet officials 
to watch the annual parade 
through Red Square, held on 
a sunny day with tempera¬ 
tures in the upper tens. 

Communist Party General 
Secretary Leonid Brezhnev, 
bareheaded and smiling, 
waved to marchers from atop 
the Lenin Mausoleum.

McGregor said Wednesday 
the money was really intend¬ 
ed as investment in his Mon¬ 
treal agency with the eventual 
aim of a 40-percent Air Cana¬ 
da share m a national agency 
lo include a British Columbia 
firm as well as his own. 

The payment was made last 
November but McGregor said 
Thursday discussions he had 
with Menard in Mach in¬ 
dicated the deal was still on 
and Air Canada would proba¬ 


bly exercise its option for 
shares in the agency by June, 
McGregor said. 

Outside the Inquiry, the 
Montreal travel agent said he j 
considers the deal still under . 
way. 

The Air Canada Act does 
not permit ownership of trav¬ 
el agencies by the airline. 

McGregor defended the in¬ 
tegrity of the Air Canada of¬ 
ficials with whom he dis¬ 
cussed the deal.

CHICAGO (UPI) - A feder- 
a jury returned a split deci¬ 
sion Thursday on the two 
prime suspects in the $4.3 mil¬ 
lion burglary of Purolator 
Inc., largest cash theft in U.S.

Carrofe may be «wn tn the 
open any time now, but as the 
seeds are very small, a finely 
pulverized soil is necessary 
This, in turn, rails for fairly 
dry ground so the lumps can 
be broken up, so it is the con¬ 
dition of the soil rather than 
the calendar that governs the 
time of sowing. 

I follow pretty much the 
same procedure for staving all 
the smaller seeds. Soil which 
was rototilled or dug over and 
left in the rough — not raked 
during' the winter is trod¬ 
den in the spring to make it 
firm and break d«vn the 
lumps. 

This is done after the dry¬ 
ing winds of spring have got¬ 
ten In their licks and brought 
the clods of soil to the condi¬ 
tion where they will crumble 
at a touch. 

★ * ★ 

Next, any fertilizers which 
are to be applied are sprin¬ 
kled evenly over the surface 
where the seeds are to be 
sown. 

In the case of carrots and. in 
fact, for most root vegetables, 
I use a fi-8-6 or similar all¬ 
purpose dry fertilizer at the 
rate of \ cupfuls per square 
yard which is scuffled in with 
the hoe. 


Finally, the ground is raked 
and trodden repeatedly until 
the soil is broken down finely. 

The growing of clean car¬ 
rots has been something of a 
problem m our part of the 
country because of the rav¬ 
ages of the camjt rust fly lar- 
\ae. I know of many gar¬ 
deners who have simply quit 
trying to grow carrots at all. 

Nowadays, however, we 
have some reasonably safe in¬ 
secticides for dealing with the 
fly, and if these are applied at 
the right time, there is no 
necessity to grow maggoty 
carrots. 


About the best product to 
control soil-borne pests is Dia- 
zinon, which comes in two 
forms, granules and liquid 
concentrate, and it is best to 
have a supply of both on 
hand. 

The granules are sprinkled 
very lightly and thinly in the 
furrows along with the seeds, 
then cover with a half-inch of 

soil. 

Four weeks later, when 
your young plants are up and 
growing nicely, drench them 
and the soil in which they are 
grow ing once a week with the 


liquid Diazmon, 2 tbaps per 
gallon of water 

I have heard of some gar¬ 
deners who. in desperation, 
have taken heroic measures 
of treating their whole garden 
with a powerful insecticide to 
wipe out the carrot and onion 
maggots once and for all. 

Unfortunately, this doesn't 
work. Just because you kill 
every last maggot in your soil 
doesn't mean that your car¬ 
rots will come clean, for there 
is nothing to prevent the 
mother carrot fly from hom¬ 
ing in on the scent of your 
carrots from some garden 
several blocks away. 

Such wholesale use of a soil 
insecticide isn’t good business 
anyhow. The chemical doesn’t 
stop at killing the various 
maggots that feed upon car¬ 
rots, onions, cabbage roots, 
radishes, turnips and the like; 
other soil organisms are 
killed too, some of them bene¬ 
ficial and predatory on"* our 
vegetable pests. 


The effect of the insecticidal 
dressing wears off eventually, 
and with the predators and 
pest-parasites all killed off 
and out of the w^ay. when your 
soil becomes re-infested by 


*ome wandering egg-carrying 
fly, there is no deterrent to 
the spread of the maggots and 
the condition is wan* than 
before. 

Modern sod insecticides 
such as Diazmon are very 
useful when properly applied, 
but we must always keep in 
mind that this is tinkering 
with the balance of nature 
and the end result cannot 
always be forseen. I 

Use these aids to better gar¬ 
dening. by all means, but use 
them in a minimal way, ei¬ 
ther as a dressing in the seed 
furrow or in a narrow band df 
woil in which the protected 
crop is to grow. 

★ * * 

Incidentally, one way in 
which you can grow a lot 
more food in your vegetable 
plot is to sow in multiple 
rows. 

Instead of sowing a single 
row of carrots, radishes, beets 
or the like, and leaving an 
aisle of 2% feet before sowing 
the next row, sow two or 
three rows only a few inches 
apart, THEN leave your aisle 
for picking, weeding and cul¬ 
tivating before sowing an¬ 
other two or three closely- 
spaced rows.

CUMBERLAND The 400- 
member Cumberland and Dis¬ 
trict Concerned Citizens group 
has lost another round in its 
fight for acute care beds in 
the village. 

The group suffered what 
was perhaps their most se¬ 
vere setback since starting its 
campaign a year ago. 

At the 80th annual general 
meeting of the Cumberland 
General Hospital Association 
Thursday, the 105 members in 
attendance rejected by an 
overwhelming vote a motion 
asking trustees to adopt as 
their top priority thq securing 
of 20 acute care beds in the 
new diagnostic and treatment 
centre. 

Some of the hospital associ¬ 
ation members are also 
members of the concerned cil- 
izens group. 

The citizens group was 
formed to fight the closure of 
the Cumberland General Hos¬ 
pital. The hospital was closed 
last year. 

Excavation for the new 52.5 
million health care facility in 
Cumberland is now under 
way, and construction is ex¬ 
pected to start later this 
month. 

“II was a hitter blow." said 
cortcerned citizens chairman 
Donald Lanyon of Courtenay. 
He vowed, however, lo keep 
waging a battle for the beds, 
which he considers vital for 
the health need of the entire 
Comox Valley. 

Cumberland Mayor William 
Moncrief was the main speak¬ 
er opposing the motion. 

He suggested the acute care 
beds could be part of a second 
phase of the health facility. 

“We are committed to the 
regional plan for health care, 
and because of this plan we 
are getting a 52.5 million 
diagnostic treatment centre 
and intermediate T are unit. 

“If we try In cross loo 
many rivers at once, the 
whole project will r go down 
hill.” Moncrief said. 

The mayor, denying a 
charge that he was not acting 
in the best interest of the 
community, said he has been 
involved in many community 
projects, “but I don’l feel the 
time is ripe to go after acute 
care beds. 

“You cannot buffalo the 
Victoria bueracrats, you have 

to have facts backed up with 


statistics, without them you 
are dead.” he said. 

However, Dr. Cer. Mont¬ 
gomery. a supporter of the 
concerned citizens group and 
head of the medical clinic in 
Cumberland said the closure 
in March of 1974 of the Cum¬ 
berland General hospital, re¬ 
sulted in a definite downgrad¬ 
ing of medical care facilities 
in the area. 

Efforts by Douglas Baird to 
accommodate the concerned 
citizens by sponsoring an am¬ 
endment failed. His amend¬ 
ment sought to have provision 
of acute care beds accepted 
as a priority but not the 
board's top priority. 

Lanyon said he wondered 
just how democratic the meet¬ 
ing was. He said there was in 
the audience a large 
number of well-known New 
Democratic Partyjupporters 
“It is interesting to see so 
many people here who have 
taken such a sudden Interest 
in the hospital issue." Lanyon 
said. 

Hospital association pres¬ 
ident. Henry Watson, said a 
special government warrani 
u'as issued recently author¬ 
ized $1,516,644 for the interme¬ 
diate care unit, and thaj this 
section of the new facility is 
being financed entirely by the 
government. 

The diagnostic and treat¬ 
ment centre will cost $725,082. 

The new building will com¬ 
prise a 50-bed intermediate 
care unit and the diagnotor 
treatment centre with of- 
fices^operating room, labora¬ 
tory. x-ray, physiotherapy ar¬ 
ea as well as space for public 
health, human resources, den¬ 
tist. pharmacy and space for 
other agencies. 

“As far as the new centre is 
concerned we will have an 
improved and up-to-date facil¬ 
ity.” Watson said. 

A planning committee has 
been established, he said, to 
consider the future direction 
of lhe new concept, and the 
committee is now being en¬ 
larged by adding member': 
form various groups and or¬ 
ganizations in the district lo 
guide the board in es¬ 
tablishing future policy 
Watson w arned that the new 
building would present a tre¬ 
mendous challenge to volun¬ 
teer organizations. He said the 
former hospital now houses 20 
intermediate residents, “when 
that number jumps to 50 there 
will be a lot of work for volun- 
leer groups.” he said.

Mt. Zion admitted only five 
patients Thursday, compared 
with a normql of 25 admis¬ 
sions. Two emergency opera¬ 
tions were performed, com¬ 


pared to a normal sihrdul* of 
25 surgery cases. 

The doctors walked out 
after letting their malpractice 
insurance expin Wednesday 
night. The Argonaut Insur¬ 
ance Co., which had a group 
policy covering most northern 
California doctors, cancelled 
it and offered the doctors indi¬ 
vidual coverage at tales rang¬ 
ing up to $25,000 a year for 
some spec ialists.

About 200 Thompson-Nicola 
district Indians occupied the 
Indian affairs office in Kam¬ 
loops while farther north at 
Williams Lake, other bands 
took over the Indian affairs 
office there.

Kamloops band Chief Mary 
I^eonard said the occupations 
were part of a well-organized 
program including the block¬ 
ade of the B.C. Railway line 
at the Tachie reserve, 130 
miles north of Prince George, 
by members of the Stuart- 
Trembleur band.

But about 300 Indians were in a different mood 
Thursday and held in check only by the moderate ap¬ 
proach of their leaders. And even they were angry 
enough to vow that "next time we shall march inside 
the building.” 

Sparking the undercurrent of belligerence was 
what the Indians termed "another white man’s broken 
promise.” 


The executive of the Union of B.C. Indian Chiefs 
was scheduled to meet with the NDP caucus at 1:45 
p.m. Thursday. They arrived on time only to find that, 
without notice to the executive, the meeting had been 
switched to the NDP caucus room and re-scheduled 
for 1 p.m. 


Executive member Bill Wilson said he was dis¬ 
appointed, but not surprised. 

“I believed them this time," 
lie told the crowd” on the 
front lawn of the buildings. “I 
believed them and that was a 
mistake. They have been 
lying to us for 100 years and 
they’re still lying today." 

In the warm spring sun¬ 
shine the drums throbbed, two 
motorcycle policemen were 
spat on and belligerent shouts 
of "throw them off the Is¬ 
land" rang out. 

Wilson told the crowd he 
had the distinct impression 
that the provincial govern¬ 
ment would like to set up the 
equivalent of a department of 
Indian affairs. 

"They don’t listen," he said. 
"They don’t care. They have 
kept us beggars in our own 
land for years, but we are 
beggars no longer. We are 
going to become an indepen¬ 
dent people if it takes 100 
years." 

Wilson said the NDP gov¬ 
ernment was "naive and mak¬ 
ing a big mistake if it thinks 
we shall go away.” 

"If that is the government 
attitude, it is going to die," he 
shouted, "because we are 
going to live."' 

Adam Eneas, chief of the 
Penticton band, told the 
crowd the government was ei¬ 
ther "deaf or blind. They are 
not listening, they don’t 
understand what's going on. 
They are confused." 

Moving through the crowd,

Accused cun defend with ‘ no-meant-yes' line 

Rape ruling raises storm in U.K. 
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Colonist Wire Services 

I.ONDON The ancient 
male notion . that w hen a 
woman says "no" she really 
means "yes" may now be a 
part of Britain’s laws on rape. 

A crucial legal decision on 
the delicate matter of a wo¬ 
man’s consent in cases of 
rape raised a storm of con¬ 
troversy Thursday among 
British legal authorities. 

Three leading judges ruled 
Wednesday in the House of 
Lords, Britain’s supreme ar»- 
peal court, that a man cannot 
be convicted of rape if he 
honestly believed the woman 
consented to sexual inter¬ 


course, no matter how unrea¬ 
sonable that belief. 

Two other judges disagreed 
with the ruling, but were out¬ 
voted. The controversial judg¬ 
ment provoked mixed reac¬ 
tion. 

"I find it difficult to believe 
that anyone will ever be con¬ 
victed of rape again," said 
Richard du Cann, a leading 
criminal lawyer. "The ruling 
ignores the peril a woman is 
under when she faces an at¬ 
tack of this kind. It is a disas¬ 
ter — a judgment I very much 
regret." 

Jack Ashley, a Labor party 
member of Parliament, sent a 


letter of protest to Home Sec¬ 
retary Roy Jenkins. 

Ashley said in his letter: 

"Henceforth the man’s be¬ 
lief that he was not commit¬ 
ting rape can prevent convic¬ 
tion. It must be the craziest 
situation since A1 Capone's 
heyday. 

"Every, vicious sexual at¬ 
tack can now be excused on 
the grounds that the aggres¬ 
sor claims to believe that his 
victim's pleas were not sin¬ 
cere," he wrote. 

A "flimsy Shakespeare line 
that 'the lady doth protest too 
much’ has nnsv become the 
rapist’s cast-iron alibi." 

But David Napley, chair¬ 


man of the Law Society's 
standing committee on crimi¬ 
nal law, said the ruling proba¬ 
bly would make no difference 
at all to the rape law. 

"Juries must decide if a 
man honestly believed that he 
had a woman’s consent — and 
if that is an unreasonable be¬ 
lief, they will probably con¬ 
vict," Napley said. 

The issue arose when all 
five appeal court judges unan¬ 
imously rejected an appeal 
against conviction by four 
members of the Royal Air 
Force jailed for raping the 
wife of one of them.

A man considered clinically 
dead continued to breathe for 
three weeks after his wife de¬ 
cided to withdraw his life sup- j 
port system and his obituary 
was published, hospital of¬ 
ficials said Thursday. 

Joseph* Klimck, 24, of Man¬ 
chester, Conn., entered Man¬ 
chester hospital last Jan. 51 
suffering from a rare blood 
disease which causes slow in¬ 
ternal bleeding. 

Two weeks later, he was 
transferred to Hartford hospi- I 
t.-il where his spleen was re- 1 
moved. But he suffered a 
heart attack, cutting off ox¬ 
ygen to his brain and killing 
It. 

Doctors placed Klimek. an 'j 
accountant and father of a j 
two-year-old son. on a respira¬ 
tor. But for eight weeks he \ 
showed no improvement and J 
tests of brain activity showed 1 
no response. 

On the morning of April 8. 
Dr. G. W. Anderson, chief of 
neurology at Hartford hospi¬ 
tal. shut off the respirator 
after consulting Mrs. Klimek. , 
Breathing stopped immediate- 
ly. but the heart continued to 
beat a common occurrence. 

No breathing was noted for 
several minutes and Klimek 
v as pronounced dead and pre¬ 
parations began for an an- ( 
fopsv. The family was notified 
of his death and the obituary 
was released to a local paper. 

Later that morning, nurses | 
noted Klimek had resumed | 
breathing. He subsequently 1 
vc as given intravenous feed¬ 
ings. but the respirator was 
not used. Anderson said how 
Klimek continued to breathe 
without the respirator is a 
mystery. 

Klimek’s breathing stopped 
again three weeks later and 
he was declared officially 
dead.

Some of the most consistent salmon fishing to be found 
around Vancouver Island these days is in Saanich Inlet, 
where anglers are picking up bluebacks three-and-a^haif 
punds on bucktail flies trolled quickly on, or just belo/ the 
surface. 

These good-sized bluebacks are too small to weigh into 
the King Fisherman Contest, which requires a five-pounder, 
but they are sporty fighters and tasty eating. 

Federal fisheries in the past few days checked 332,boats in 
Saasich Inlet waters for a catch of 81 chinooks, 123 jack 
chinooks in the three to six-pouna bracket, 98 Chinook grilse, 
88 coho grilse and 150 bluebacks. 

That adds up to some fair fishing at an average of 1.6 
fish a boat. 

Sooke waters have been spotty, but when fishing is on it 
has been quite good. Federal fisheries checked 92 boats for 
107 chinooks up into the 20s. 58 jack chinooks, two Chinook 
grilse, two coho grilse, and seven bluebacks. 

In the Becher Bay area, the productive run has been 
along the tiderip from Aldridge Point to Beechey Head. A 
pound of weight and 70 feet of line with Strip Teaser has 
been the best combination. 

At Pedder Bay. the best area has been along the kelp 
beds, and 60 feet of line and 12 ounces of weight and Strip 
Teaser has been the best combination. v 

Victoria waterfront fishing has been poor. 

In the Oak Bay area. Constance Banks and The Gap have 
been the most productive areas. They have to be fished very 
deep, and the catch has been mainly chinooks in the 10 to 12 
pound class. 

Sidney waters have been better than the number of an¬ 
glers checked would indicate, shoeing an average of 2.2 fish 
a boat.

Beachcomber Marina in the Northwest Bay area reports 
some good grilse and blueback fishing with the hottest lures 
an Andy Thomas Orange Squid, a Radiant Bloody Mary, or 
an orange Tom Mack spoon. 

Fishing for big coho grilse, some of them blueback size 
has been good in Lambert Channel and off Little River and 
Bates Beach, where limits are being taken on almost any¬ 
thing with a little red in it. 

The fish are being taken on the surface, but anglers have 
had to go out for them, about a mile to two-and-a-half miles 
out into the Strait. 

Bates weighed in its first chinook of the season this week 

a six-pounder. . 

At Campbell River blue-backing has been good in Browns 
Bay. Deepwater Bay and off the Quadra Island Bell buoy. 

But, the exciting fishing has been for 18 to 27-pound 
chinooks on trolled bucktail flies off the Cape Mudge light¬ 
house. 

In Albemi Inlet chinooks in the 12 to 20-pound class are 
being taken in Rainey and Vernon Bays, on Strip Teaser. 12 
ounces of weight or planer.

Freshwater fishing is starting to explode with the warm 
weather. 

Early-bird small-mouth bass anglers have been getting 
trophy bass, like Bob White’s 6.11-pounder from Spider Lake 
on Big O plug and Bob Wilson’s six-and-a-half pounder from 
Elk Lake on worm. 

The Cowichan River has been giving up some exception¬ 
ally big brown trout like Allan Boyson's eight-pounder on 
yellow and black Len Tompson spoon. There have been sever¬ 
al six and seven-pounders recorded. 

Fly fishing was hot in Great Central and Sproat Lakes, 
but this week trolling seems to be taking those two to three- 
pounders. 

The Campbell River estuary has been good for cutthroats 
with anglers getting them on minnow-type flies or small spin¬ 
ning lures.

Indians found guilty of illegal fishing /K/y fines

Nine Indians guilty 
of illegally fishing 


Nine native Indians were 
convicted in provincial couri 
in Duncan Thursday of illegal¬ 
ly fishing in a dosed sec tion 
of die Cowichan River Iasi 
fall. 

In handing down the deri¬ 
sion. .Judge Lance Heard said 
the action was a lesi case, 
and imposed nominal fines of 
SI each. Maximum fine allow¬ 
able was SI ,000. 

The judge also ordered lhai 
all fish caughi and equipment 
used bp confiscated by the 
crown. 

Defence c ounsel Doug Sand¬ 
ers told the court the decision 
will be appealed. 

Outside court, Sanders said 
the Indian people are pre¬ 
pared to appeal to the Su¬ 
preme Court of Canada if ap¬ 
peals in lower courts are dis¬ 
allowed. 

The charges were laid 
under B.C. regulations of the 
federal Fisheries Act. after 
some Indians sel up a net 
across the river to trap 
spawning salmon, and others 
used spears for fishing. 


The portion of the river run¬ 
ning through the Cowichan re¬ 
serve and other areas were 
closed to fishermen Oct. 21 by 
the federal fisheries depart¬ 
ment because of an extremely 
low water level. 

The Indians refused to ac¬ 
knowledge the han in an at¬ 
tempt to prove their aborigin¬ 
al rights permitted them to 
fish the river for food. 

During the trial. Sanders 
contended the federal govern¬ 
ment had not fulfilled its obli¬ 
gations set cut by the terms 
of union of 1871. when B.C. 
joined Confederation. 

"The federal government 
was obliged under the terms 
of the union, to maintain an 
Indian fishing policy as liber¬ 
al as that maintained by the 
colonial government prior to 
1871."’ Sanders said. 

He said there were not only 
no restrictions on Indian fish¬ 
eries in 1871. huf thp colonial 
government and. after 1871. 
the federal and provincial 
governments, had a policy of 


permitting Indian fisheries to 
continue. The federal Fish¬ 
eries Ant became effective in 
B.C. in 1876. 

Prosecutor Tim Singh said 
that prior to the Terms of 
union, the colonial govern¬ 
ment was concerned with the 
preservation of game and the 
federal laws were applicable 
to Indians. 

Dr. Keith Ralston, a history 
professor at the University of 
B.C. and Dr. Barbara Lane, 
an anthropology consultant 
specializing in the tribal cul¬ 
ture of Coast Salish Indians, 
testified on behalf of the In¬ 
dians. 

Judge Heal'd said Thursday 
l lie colony of Vancouver Is¬ 
land had not entered into any 
treaty with the Cowichan In¬ 
dian people: However, it was 
the policy of Governor James 
Douglas not to interfere with 
Indian fishing rights. 

"From the evidence before 
the court." he said, "it art- 
pears that this policy, with 
respect to Governor Douglas, 
was a policy of expediency.

CUMBERLAND The 100- 
member Cumberland and Dis¬ 
trict Concerned Citizens group 
has lost another round in Its 
tight for acute care beds in 
the village. 

The group suffered what 
was perhaps their most se¬ 
vere setback since stalling its 
campaign a year ago. 

At the 80th annual general 
meeting of the Cumberland 
General Hospital Association 
Thursday, the 105 members in 
attendance rejected by an 
overwhelming vote a motion 
asking trustees to adopt as 
their top priority the securing 
of 20 acute care beds in die 
new* diagnostic and treatment 
centre. 

Some of the hospital associ¬ 
ation members are also 
members of the concerned cit¬ 
izens group. 

The citizens group was 
formed to fight the closure of 
the Cumberland General Hos¬ 
pital. The hospital was closed 
last year. 

Excavation for the new $2.5 
million health care facility in 
Cumberland is now under 
way, and construction is ex- 
petted to start later this 
month. 

"It was a bitter blow." said 
concerned citizens chairman 
Donald Lanyon of Courtenay. 


He vowed, however; to keep 
waging a battle for the beds, 
which he considers vital for 
the health need of the entire 
Comox Valley. 

Cumberland Mayor \yilliatn 
Moncrief was the main speak¬ 
er opposing the motion. 

He suggested the acute care 
beds could be part of a second 
phase of the health facility. 

"We are committed to the 
regional plan for health care, 
and because of this plan we 
are getting a $2.5 million 
diagnostic treatment centi-e 
and intermediate care unit. 

"If we try to cross too 
many rivers at once, the 
whole project will go down 
hill." Moncrief said. 

The mayor, denying a 
charge that he was not acting 
in the best interest of the 
community, said he has been 
involved in many community 
projects, "but I don’t feel the 
time is ripe to go after acute 
eare beds. 

"You cannot buffalo the 
Victoria bucracrats. you have 
to have facts backed up with 
statistics, without them you 
are dead." ho said. 

However. Dr. Ccc Mont¬ 
gomery. a supt>orter of the 
concerned citizens group and 
head of the medical clinic in 
Cumberland said the closure 
in March of 1971 of the Cum¬ 
berland General hospital, re-

The new building will com¬ 
prise a 50-bed intermediate 
rare unit and the diagnotic 
treatment centre with of¬ 
fices. operating room, labora¬ 
tory. x-ray. physiotherapy ar¬ 
ea as well as space for public 
health, human resources, den¬ 
tist, pharmacy and space for 
other agencies. 

"As far as the new centre is 
concerned we will have an 
improved and up-to-date facil¬ 
ity." Watson said. 

A planning committee has 
hcon established, he said, to 
consider the future direction 
of the new concept, and the 
committee is now being en¬

Racist attitudes could be 
generated in Canada by the 
recent green paper on im¬ 
migration. a University of 
Victoria professor warned 
Wednesday night. 

The paper, which Professor 
Rennie Warburton charged in¬ 
correctly links immigration* to 
such problems as urban con¬ 
gestion, housing shortages 
and pressures on land, is 
“awakening racist attitudes” 
in Canada. 

He told a meeting of the 
Victoria branch of the United 
Nations Association, attended 
by about 20 people, it is unfor¬ 
tunate that the paper, re¬ 
leased by the federal govern¬ 
ment to generate public dis¬ 
cussion in preparation for re¬ 
vision of current immigration 
legislation, mentions increas¬ 
ing numbers of immigrants 
from Asia and the Caribbean 
as one of the reasons for re- 
evaluating Canadian im¬ 
migration policy. 

Having the issue raised dur¬ 
ing a period of economic in¬ 
stability, with high inflation 
and unemployment, invites 
“outbreaks of racial hatred 
and scapegoating.” Warbur¬ 
ton told the meeting, held at 
the Union Centre, Quadra. 

“The traditionally openly- 
racist features of Canadian 
immigration policy rears its 
ug 1 y head.’* Warburton 
charged 


Until the late 1960s. there 
was a definite pecking order 
in favor of immigrants from 
the white Commonwealth and 
the United States, with per¬ 
sons from China, Japan and 
India, and blacks at the bot¬ 
tom of the desirability list, he 
said. 

Until the last 10 years, qual¬ 
ified people from Britian and 
the United States were 
brought in to fill positions at 
the top of the Canadian hier¬ 
archy, instead of Canadian- 
born citizens being trained to 
fill those positions. 

Even now, Americans make 
up the largest category of im¬ 
migrants, but this fact isn’t 
mentioned in the green paper, 
Warburton said. 

Problems of urban concen¬ 
tration, land-use and housing 
are related to the economic 
system in Canada, not to the 
number of people immigrat¬ 
ing here. 

It is to the benefit of the 
real estate market, and other 
forces in the society to keep 
the supply of housing in short 
supply, and land-use planning 
has been at the mercy of 
"money-making” and con¬ 
sumption, Warburton said. 

Canada cannot affoni the 
allegations of racism attract¬ 
ed by documents like the 
green paper if she wants the 
respect of the Third World, he 
said.

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Tell museum 
where to move 


Victoria’s plans for the loca¬ 
tion of the Maritime Museum 
should he made public, ac¬ 
cording to the museum board 
chairman. 

In his report 1 o the annual 
meeting Wednesday, Richard 
Sandiland said only then could 
the public decide if it wanted - 
the museum to stay in the 
city-owned Law Courts build¬ 
ing in Bastion Square. 

Since last year, city council 
has made it clear it wants the 
museum out of the rent-free 
building. A later proposal 
from the city called for the 
museum to move to the city- 
leased Maiahat building - 

An unnamed alderman 
(Sam Bawlf) came under fire 
from Sandiland for saying the 
Maritime Museum was "a 
museum of a museum” after 
its officials had rejected his 
proposal that its collection be 
moved onto the Princess Mar¬ 
guerite. 

Sandiland said such "un¬ 
called-for slurs’* did "nothing 
to raise the image of the mu¬ 
seum in the community.” 

In the past Bawlf’s propos¬ 
als for the building have run 
from a gambling casino to a 
new home for the Victoria 
Conservatory of Music. 

At Tuesday’s caucus meet¬ 
ing when council pored over 
the 1975 provisional budget. 
Bawlf sahj/the Law Courts 
building rented at its com¬ 


mercial value would add 
$100,000 to the city treasury. 

Sandiland stressed that 
finding a permanent home for 
the museum and its $1 million 
collection along with addi¬ 
tional financing were major 
problems. 

He announced that $20,000 
of a yet undisclosed grant 
from the province had arrived 
Wednesday. About $8,000 of 
$25,000 promised by the feder¬ 
al government had also been 
received. 

Sandiland also announced 
the retirement of museum 
director Col. J. W. D. Symons 
after 14 years. 

"He brought this museum 
from its humble beginnings to 
its present stature." Sandi¬ 
land said. 

Symons said he had decided 
to step down at. the end of 
August to allow a younger 
man to take over with the 
fresh ideas and energy needed 
for the museum’s transforma¬ 
tion. 

Symons said "the struggle 
fpr survival is overshadowing 
everything else ... to the det¬ 
riment of the advancement 
we d hoped to achieve." 

He told the meeting of 
about 50 people that more and 
more of his time was involved 
in fund-raising. 

"No longer-can I devote the 
time T should to the collec¬ 
tion,” he said.

Indians return—in anger

41idians returned to the Legislative Buildings 
Thursday for the second time in two weeks, and this 
time their drums beat out an angry, threatening 
message. 

Two weeks ago a group of drumming, dancing 
Indians crowded the main rotunda of the Legislature 
to call for action on lands cut off from Indian reserves 


in 1916 by the McBride Commission. That protest was 
friendly with almost the air of a picnic. 

But about 300 Indians were .in a different mood 
Thursday and held in check only by the moderate ap¬ 
proach of their leaders. And even they were angry 
enough to vow that “next time we shall march inside 
the building.” 

Sparking the undercurrent of belligerence was 
what the Indians termed "another white man's broken 
promise.”

The executive of the Union of B.C. Indian Chiefs, 
was scheduled to meet with the NDP caucus at 1:45 
p.m. Thursday. They arrived on time only to find that, 
without notice to the executive, the meeting had been 
switched to the NDP caucus room and re-scheduled 
for 1 p.m. 

Executive member Bill Wilson said he was dis¬ 
appointed, but not suiprised. 

“I believed them this time," 
he told the crowd” on the 
front lawn of the buildings. "I 
believed them and that was a 
mistake. They have been 
lying to us for 100 years and 
they're still lying today.” 

In the warm spring sun¬ 
shine the drums throbbed, two 
motorcycle policemen were 
spat on and belligerent shouts 
of "throw them off the Is¬ 
land” rang out. 

Wilson told the crowd he 
had the distinct impression 
that the provincial govern¬ 
ment would like to set up the 
equivalent of a department of 
Indian affairs. 

• "They don’t listen,” he said. 
“They don’t care. They have 
kept-us beggars in our own 
land for years, but we are 
no longer. We are 
going to become an indepen¬ 
dent people if it takes 100 
years.” 

Wilson said the NDP gov¬ 
ernment was “naive and mak¬ 
ing a big mistake if it thinks 
we shall go away.” 

"If that is the government 
attitude, it is going to die,” he 
shouted, “because we are 
going to live.” 

Adam Eneas, chief of the 
Penticton band, told the 
crowd the government was ei¬ 
ther “deaf or blind. They are 
they don’t 
understand what’s going on. 
They are confused.” 

Moving through the crowd, 
though staying clear of the

Rape ruling raises storm in U.K.

A crucial legal decision on 
the delicate matter of a wo¬ 
man’s consent in cases of 
rape raised a storm of con¬

Wednesday in the House of 
Lords, Britain’s supreipe a|>- 
peal court, that a man cannot 
be convicted of rapef if he 
honestly believed the woman 
c onsented to sexual inter-.

Two other judges disagreed 
with the ruling, but were out¬ 
voted. The controversial judg¬ 
ment provoked mixed reac¬ 
tion. 

“I find it difficult to believe 
that anyone will ever be con¬ 
victed 6f rape again,” said 
Richard du Cann, a leading 
criminal lawyer. “The ruling 
ignores the peril a woman is 
under when she faces an at¬ 
tack of this kind. It is a disas¬ 
ter a judgment I very much 
regret.” 

Jack-Ashley, a Labor party 
member of Parliament, sent a 


letter of protest to Home Sec¬ 
retary Roy Jenkins. 

Ashley said in his letter: 

"Henceforth the man’s be¬ 
lief that he was not commit¬ 
ting rape can prevent convic¬ 
tion. It must be the craziest 
situation since A1 Capone's 
heyday. 

"Every vicious sexual at¬ 
tack can now be excused on 
the grounds that the aggres¬ 
sor claims to believe that his

at all to the rape la\y. 

“Juries must decide if a 
man honestly believed that he 
had a woman's consent — and 
if that is an unreasonable be¬ 
lief, they will probably con¬ 
vict.’’ Napley said. 

The issue arose when all 
five appeal court judges unan¬ 
imously rejected an appeal 
against conviction by four 
members of the Royal Air 
Force jailed for raping the 
wife of one of them. 

Three of the men said at 
their trial that they believed

WASHINGTON (APi The 
House of Representatives re¬ 
jected President Ford's ur¬ 
gent $327-million aid request 
for South Vietnamese refu¬ 
gees Thursday because it still 
bore authority for U.S. mili¬ 
tary evacuations. 

Hours later, Ford issued a 
statement declaring the 
house's decision "not worthy 
•>f a people which has lived 
by the philosophy symbolized 
in the Statue of Liberty.” 

He appealed to Congress to 
draw up new legislation, and 
house leaders indicated they 
will draft a bill containing the 
money only. 

The bill, written before the 
Saigon government fell, was 
up for Congress's final ap¬ 
proval Thursday. It was re¬ 
jected 246 to 162 despite an 
appeal from Ford that its 
evacuation authority is 
useless and the money is 
"desperately needed.” 

"The evacuation has been 
completed,” Ford said in a 
letter to the house. "The 
Congress may be assured that 
I do noi intend to send the 
armed forces of Ihe United

States back into Vietnamese 
territory.” ^ 

Ford said the cost of taking 
care of refugees is expected 
to be more than $400 million 
and that the $327 million is 
needed for immediate ex¬ 
penses. 

But opponents said the 
house should not set a prece¬ 
dent by authorizing U.S. com¬ 
bat troops abroad who are not 
needed.

The senior Bartons have 
been in touch with the exter¬ 
nal affairs department in Ot¬ 
tawa and have been told that 
continued representations are 
being made to Hanoi for infor¬ 
mation about the Johnsons. 

"They will not confirm or 
deny anything." Barton said. 
"But the Christian and Mis¬ 
sionary Alliance people are 
convinced this latest report is 
the confect one."

Dailly on Spectrum, school: 

Accommodate handicapped! 


Spectrum high school in 
Saanich will be built to ac¬ 
commodate handicapped stu¬ 
dents if Education Minister 
Eileen Dailly has her way. 

She said in the Legislature 
Thursday that when she heard 
the new school would not have 
ramps and other equipment 
for handicapped children she 
sent representatives from her 
department to the Greater 
Victoria school hoard lo see 
what could he done. 

"A community school must 
he a community school and I 
< an assure you I do not intend 
to let this matter drop." said 
Mrs. Dailly. 

She said she had been told 
that the layout of the site did 
not allow for changes to be 
made. 

Hugh Curtis (SC-Saanich 
and the Islandsi raised the 
matter. 


lie said he understood there 
was not enough money to put 
in such things aji ramps, 
wider doorways and halls, 
special washroom cubicles 
and bars. 

It seemed, he said, that a 
decision has been made that 
handicapped children cannot 
he accommodated in every 
school, so a new school lieing 
hnilt at tambrick will include 
the facilities. 

"Spectrum will have to go 
by the board." he said. 

Later, outside the house, 
Curtis said Spectrum had 
been designed as a communi¬ 
ty school from the first, but 
when tenders were called they 
were so high that the school 
hoard could not afford to add 
the special structures needed. 

He had been told that tbe- 
hoard would have to pay 
$ El,000 over normal rosts to 


have tambrick built so that 
handicapped * students could 
have full access 

He said he wds glad that 
Mrs. Dailly apparently in¬ 
tends to step in. hut saitf the 
school is already under con¬ 


struction so she would have to 
act quickly. 

"And she will have to come 
up with the money, because 
the Greater Victoria school 
board .just doesn't have the 
bucks." 


Nine native Indians were 
convicted in provincial court 
in Duncan Thursday of illegal¬ 
ly fishing in a closed section 
of the Cowichan River last 
fall. 

In handing down the deci¬ 
sion, Judge Lance Heard said 
the action was a test case, 
and.imposed nominal fines of 
SI each. Maximum fine allow¬ 
able was $1,000. 

The judge also ordered that 
all fish caught and equipment 
used be confiscated by the 
crown. 

Defence counsel Doug Sand¬ 
ers told the court the decision 
will be appealed. 

Outside court, Sanders said 
the Indian people are pre¬ 
pared to appeal to the Su¬ 
preme Court of Canada if ap¬ 
peals in lower courts are dis¬ 
allowed. 

The charges were laid 
under B.C. regulations of the 
federal Fisheries Act. after 
some Indians set up a net 
across the river to trap 
spawning salmon, and others 
used spears for fishing. 

The portion of the river run¬ 
ning through the Cowichan re¬ 
serve and other areas were 
closed to fishermen Oct. 21 by 
the federal fisheries depart¬ 
ment because of an extremely 
low water level. 

The Indians refused to ac¬ 
knowledge the ban in an at¬ 
tempt to prove their aborigin¬ 
al rights permitted them to 
fish the river for food. 

During the trial, Sanders 
contended the federal govern¬ 
ment. had not fulfilled its obli¬ 
gations set out by the terms 
of union of 1871. when B.C. 
mined Confederation. 

"The federal government 
was obliged under the terms 
of the union, to maintain an 
Indian fishing policy as liber¬ 
al as that maintained by the 
colonial government prior to 
1871," Sanders said. 

He said there were not only 
mo restrictions on Indian fish¬ 
eries in 1871, but the. colonial 
government and, after 1871, 
the federal and provincial 
governments, had a policy of 
permitting Indian fisheries to 
continue. The federal Fish¬ 
eries Act became effective in 
B.C. in 1876. 

Prosecutor Tim Singh said 
that prior to the terms of

union, the colonial govern¬ 
ment was concerned with the 
preservation of game and the 
federal laws were applicable 
to Indians. 

Dr. Keith Ralston, a history 
professor at the University of 
B C., and Dr. Barbara tanc. 
an anthropology consultant 
specializing in the tribal cul¬ 
ture of Coast Salish Indians, 
testified on behalf of the In¬ 
dians. 

Judge Heard said Thursday 
the colony of Vancouver Is¬ 
land had not entered into any 
treaty with the Cowichan In¬ 
dian people: However, it was 
the policy of Governor James 
Douglas not to interfere with 
Indian fishing rights. 

"From the evidence before 
the court." he said, "it ap¬ 
pears that this policy, with 
respect to Governor Douglas, 
was a policy of expediency. 


"He did not want a con¬ 
frontation with the local native 
people, and it appears to be a 
sop in order to prevent 
outright hostilities as the non- 
Indian settled* gradually took 
over and took title to the 
Island land. 

The court ruled that govern¬ 
ment officials and people in¬ 
volved in the B.C. fishing 
industry in 1871 perceived the 
fishing resource as being vir¬ 
tually inexhaustahle. 

"With respect to the condi¬ 
tion of the fishery today the 
gear, number of people in¬ 
volved. the quantity of fish 
available, the industry which 
has sprung up since 1871. 
especially in the salmon fish¬ 
ery and in which a lot of 
native fishermen are involved 
requires regulations not en¬ 
visaged in 1871," the Judge - 
said. 


"The policy must change 
and today’s policy is. in my 
opinion, in the changing light' 
of events, just as liberal as it 
was at. the date of the union," 
he said.

The executive of James Bay 
Community Association pl^ns 
to. send a "protest" letter N to 
Victoria city council today, 
objecting to Aid. Sam Bawlf’s 
proposal that a community 
and recreational centre in 
James Bay be scrapped. 

The association executive 
will also he demanding a 
meeting with council on the 
whole Neighborhood Improve¬ 
ment Program under which 


the centre was to be built, 
president Beverley Kieferle 
said alter a meeting Thursday 
night. 

Last November council of¬ 
ficially allocated $1,050,000 to 
James Bay out of $2 million 
available to James Bay and 
Victoria West under the feder¬ 
al N.I.P. program 

Under the James Bay allot¬ 
ment . $440,000 was to cover 
the cost of an 8,500-sqnare¬ 


foot addition to James Bay 
Community School for a com¬ 
munity centre and the pur¬ 
chase of Cathedral school for 
New Horizons. 

But Bawlf, who opposes the 
proliferation of “under-used" 
community centres in the 
city, said this week there was 
no justification for a costly 
ventre to serve only James 
Ray. 


Ms. Kieferle said council 
had requested a canvass of 
James Bay in July last year 
to determine the priority re¬ 
quirements for N.I.P. funds, 
and the major consensus 
"a community decision" 
was tliat a community centre 
should be added to the James 
Ray Community School.
